The visit was the idea of 
Minister Oduber, who re¬ 
quested them to work on a 
program to improve Product 
Aruba. For one year, they 
worked very hard on the pro¬ 
ject, with weekly telephone 
briefings to Minister Oduber 
on the latest developments. 
The final goal is to set up a 
high quality seminar. 

According to Sjeidy Feli¬ 
ciano, last month they did a 
pilot project of the certifica¬ 
tion program in order to get 
an idea what needs to be 
changed in the modules. 
They are now going to offi¬ 
cially start with the program. 
The modules focus on hospi¬ 
tality, excellence in tourism, 
sustainability, history and 
product. The main reason to 
introduce this program is to 
insure that all working in the 
tourism industry are in sync. 
Anyone else who wishes to 
participate in the program can 
do so and so as to also be able 
to give our visitors valuable 
information when asked.

One of the “best” (most expen¬ 
sive) items, a 3-door refriger¬ 
ator with icemaker was 
purchased in late 2008, and be¬ 
fore the loan was even paid off 
it completely broke down and 
is now the world’s biggest 
doorstop taking up space in the 
homeowner’s kitchen 

Hearing the history, one 
must seriously question the 
quality of the LG Brand; it has 
been troublesome from the day 
one. The bottom shelf cracked 
almost immediately, and then 
broke off. The fridge was still 
under warrantee, and the buyer 
was told they had to order the 
entire shelf, but never heard a 
word from them about it, so 
decided to just live with it. All 
the other fancy little doo-dads 
on the various draws that were 


supposed to provide tempera¬ 
ture control for fresh vegeta¬ 
bles and meats also broke 
within the first 18 months, and 
one morning after less than 
two years of use, the owner 
came out to find their kitchen 
full of water because the water 
feed hose to the icemaker had 
burst, forcing them to turn off 
the water to their kitchen. They 
had to seal of the hose and was 
reluctant to call for repair from 
past experience, so gave up on 
the icemaker. 

Finally, after less then 3 years, 
the refrigerator stopped work¬ 
ing completely. A repairman 
was sent, informing them they 
have regularly vacuumed the 
rear of the fridge and dust had 
collected, clogging the filter. 
They replaced a filter, and 


fixed the icemaker (with the 
revelation that a burst hose 
happened with quite some reg¬ 
ularity) and the fridge worked 
for about 3 days before com¬ 
pletely giving up. After being 
informed a new compressor 
was need, they gave the go 
ahead, not caring of the cost, 
and have been waiting more 
than two months for its arrival, 
which from past experience, 
they believe they have been to¬ 
tally forgotten. Weekly calls to 
the repair department elicited 
the same response, “we will 
call you in a couple of days,” 
but they never do; except to in¬ 
form them Gerry “would like 
to give them a loner, but they 
are all out”!!!!! So we must as¬ 
sume there are quite a few peo¬ 
ple without a refrigerator 


during this long heat 
spell!! 

Other repair serv¬ 
ices were called, but 
they all stated they do 
not service LG; own¬ 
ers of this brand must 
go to the agent, 

Gerry’s. 

So months later 
there is little satisfac¬ 
tion; fortunately a good 
friend lent a small re¬ 
frigerator they never 
use. It is 3 years older 
than the LG, and works 
perfectly despite the 
rear having never been 
vacuumed. Hmmmmmm. 
Frigidaire brand, they highly 
recommend it.

Education for Employment getting deserved attention and 
outfitted in new facility 



Education for Employment 
(Ensenanza Pa Empleo) 
began 23 years ago under the 
current government adminis¬ 
tration. According to the go¬ 
vernment, this important 
organization is set to begin its 
second life in a brand new 
format, in a new building and 
with new energy. During the 
inauguration of the new faci¬ 
lity, the Prime Minister reit¬ 
erated the value of this 
organization for the Aruban 
community. The new facility 
is located in the Engeland- 
straat in Oranjestad. 

Back in 1988, it was then 
Minister of Education, dr. 
Mita Croes who saw the need 
for such an institution prima¬ 
rily for adults seeking educa¬ 
tional formation or retraining. 

The refinery had shut 
down and more than one 
fourth of the population was 
out of work. Tourism was 
also in bad straits. We had to 
find ways to survive and we 
concluded that re-education 
was the way to do it. Accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Croes,...” today we 
are reaping the fruits of the 
choices that our people made 
on various education levels.” 


Croes recruited Frans Van 
Drie to head up the project. 
He told Van Drie, ...’’you pro¬ 
vide the courses and I will 
provide the funds to make it 
happen.” With partial finan¬ 
cial support from the Nether¬ 
lands Education for Employ¬ 
ment saw the light of day.” In 
a very short time scores of 
Arubans were re-educated 
professionally. 

Today, this organization 
has grown in leaps and 


bounds offering more than 72 
different courses with over 70 
teachers. 

During those years, cur¬ 
rent Prime Minister Eman 
was Spokesman for the gov¬ 
ernment under leadership of 
his brother, Henny Eman. 
Eman said that he is very 
pleased that this program 
gave so many people in our 
community a second chance 
through the education ob¬ 
tained in the program. 


Government employees 
have also profited from EPE 
through taking many courses 
and upgraded themselves. 
Prison guards have also par¬ 
ticipated in various courses. 
EPE is also currently involed 
in offering the Aruba Certifi¬ 
cation Program in conjun¬ 
ction with the government's 
program for improving the 
service in our tourism. 

The young people who

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US charges two Iranians in Police in Boston arrest 
plot to kill Saudi envoy 129 in protest crackdown 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
authorities charged two Irani¬ 
ans in a "plot directed by ele¬ 
ments of the Iranian govern¬ 
ment" to kill the Saudi ambas¬ 
sador to the United States as 
part of a major terror attack. 

A criminal complaint 
charges Manssor Arbabsiar, a 
56-year-old naturalized US ci¬ 
tizen holding both Iranian and 
US passports, and Gholam 
Shakuri, an Iran-based mem¬ 
ber of Iran's Quds Force, in the 
plot, the Justice Department 
said. 

The plot called for the as¬ 
sassination of the Saudi envoy 
in an explosives attack, which 
could have killed many other

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people and would have been 
just "the opening act" in an at¬ 
tack on US soil, officials said. 

Shakuri remains at large. 
Arbabsiar was arrested on Sep¬ 
tember 29 at New York's John 
F. Kennedy International Air¬ 
port and made his initial ap¬ 
pearance yesterday before a 
federal court in Manhattan. He 
faces a maximum potential 
sentence of life in prison if 
convicted of all the charges. 

"The criminal complaint 
unsealed today exposes a 
deadly plot directed by fac¬ 
tions of the Iranian govern¬ 
ment to assassinate a foreign 
ambassador on US soil with 
explosives," said Attorney 
General Eric Holder. 

"Through the diligent and 
coordinated efforts of our law 
enforcement and intelligence 
agencies, we were able to dis¬ 
rupt this plot before anyone 
was harmed. We will continue 
to investigate this matter vig¬ 
orously and bring those who 
have violated any laws to jus¬ 
tice." 

Holder said the plot was 
"conceived, sponsored and di¬ 


rected from Iran." 

News reports said the plot 
also included a bomb and sub¬ 
sequent bomb attacks on the 
Saudi and Israeli embassies in 
Washington. 

The case, called Operation 
Red Coalition, began in May 
when an Iranian-American 
from Corpus Christi, Texas, 
approached a US informant 
seeking the help of a Mexican 
drug cartel to assassinate the 
Saudi ambassador, according 
to counter-terrorism officials. 

The Iranian-American 
thought he was dealing with a 
member of a Mexican drug or¬ 
ganization, according to docu¬ 
ments.The United States will 
contact governments world¬ 
wide to brief them on an al¬ 
leged Iranian plot to 
assassinate the Saudi ambassa¬ 
dor in the United States, Attor¬ 
ney General Eric Holder said. 

"One thing that we will be 
doing is getting in touch with 
other of our allies and nations 
around the world to make them 
aware of what it is that was 
thwarted here," he said. 


BOSTON (AFP) - Police in 
Boston arrested 129 protesters 
yesterday, a police spokesman 
said, in one of the biggest 
crackdowns so far on the Oc¬ 
cupy Wall Street movement 
sweeping the United States. 

Boston Police Department 
spokesman Eddy Chrispin said 
"a majority" had been arrested 
for unlawful assembly when 
police converged on the crowd 
in the early hours of the morn¬ 
ing. 

"Everyone who was ar¬ 
rested opted to be arrested," 
Chrispin told AFP by tele¬ 
phone, after the protesters re¬ 
fused to obey a police request 
to disperse peacefully. 

On its website, Occupy 
Boston said "hundreds of po¬ 
lice officers in full riot gear" 
had "brutally attacked" its pro¬ 
testers along the Rose Ke¬ 
nnedy Greenway, a string of 
parks named after the mother 
of late president John F. 
Kennedy. 

Tents were destroyed and 
personal belongings thrown 
into the trash during the crack¬ 
down that began around 1:30 
a.m. (0530 GMT). 

"It's unacceptable," said one 
protester, Anasstassia Bai- 
chorova, from neighboring 
Cambridge where Harvard 
University is located. "We 
have the freedom of assem¬ 
bly." 

Photographs on the Occupy 
Boston website showed police 
in regular uniforms, without 
helmets or heavy protective 
clothing, rounding up protest¬ 


ers and binding their hands 
with plastic handcuffs. 

Some 700 police officers 
descended on the protesters, 
who numbered in the thou¬ 
sands, said Jake Wark, 
spokesman for Suffolk County 
district attorney (prosecutor) 
Daniel Conley. 

"Because so many people 
were involved, they were 
brought to police stations 
across the city," Wark said. 

"We have 18 that will be ar¬ 
raigned today at Boston mu¬ 
nicipal court," he added. 
"Another 35 or so will be split 
up as we review the charges. 
Many were bailed out last 
night from the police stations." 

The Boston Globe newspa¬ 
per quoted protesters as chant¬ 
ing: "The people united will 
never be defeated," "This is a 
peaceful protest" and "The 
whole world is watching." 

One officer was punched in 
the face, but no protesters or 
police were injured, it quoted 
police as saying. 

Chrispin said protesters 
were initially allowed by the 
city to settle into Dewey 
Square, an open downtown 
plaza, but then "they grew sub¬ 
stantially in number and took 
over" adjoining green spaces 
and city streets. 

Boston Mayor Thomas 
Menino defended the crack¬ 
down, telling the Globe: "I un¬ 
derstand they have freedom of 
speech and freedom of expres¬ 
sion, but we have a city to 
manage... Civil disobedience 
will not be tolerated."

KIEV (AFP) - A Ukrainian 
court yesterday jailed ex-prime 
minister Yulia Tymoshenko for 
seven years after convicting her 
of abusing power, enraging the 
West and jeopardizing Kiev's 
hopes of EU membership. 

EU foreign policy chief 
Catherine Ashton said the ver¬ 
dict would have "profound im¬ 
plications" for the bloc's ties 
with the Ukraine, which had 
hoped this year to sign an As¬ 
sociation Agreement in a key 
first step to membership. 

The United States bitterly 
condemned "a politically mo¬ 
tivated prosecution" while 
Russian Prime Minister Vla¬ 
dimir Putin expressed bewil¬ 
derment at the severity of the 
sentence. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon said 
he "expects the judicial pro¬ 
ceedings currently still ongo¬ 
ing to be conducted in a fair 
and impartial manner", his 
spokeswoman Vannina Maes- 
tracci said. 

In apparent recognition of 
the potentially devastating 
consequences for the country, 
President Viktor Yanukovych 
insisted the decision was not 
final and that he understood 
the European Union's anxiety 
over the trial. 

Judge Rodion Kireyev 
found Tymoshenko guilty of 
exceeding her authority while 
prime minister in 2009 by mak¬ 
ing the state energy company 
sign a 10-year gas import deal 
with Russia that was overly ad¬ 
vantageous to Moscow. 

"The court rules that Y.V.

Tymoshenko intentionally 
used her powers to criminal 
ends," Kireyev said in his 
judgement. "The court finds 
her guilty and sentences her to 
seven years in prison." 

Kireyev said Tymoshenko 
sustained a loss to state gas 
firm Naftogaz of 1.5 billion 
hryvnia ($190 million) by 
agreeing the 10-year contract 
and ordered her to pay back the 
money in full herself. 

Tymoshenko, her hair plai¬ 
ted intricately around her head 
and wearing an immaculate 
beige dress, defiantly shouted 
"Glory to the Ulcraine!" in re¬ 
sponse. We will fight and de¬ 
fend my good name in the 
European court. We have to be 
strong and defend theUkraine 
from this authoritarianism." 

She was later driven in a 
prison van back to the 
Lukyanovsky detention center, 
where she has been held since 
her arrest on August 5 for con¬ 
tempt of court.

Colon cancer 


Colon cancer is cancer of the 
large intestine (colon), the 
lower part of your digestive 
system. Rectal cancer is cancer 
of the last several inches of the 
colon. Together, they’re often 
referred to as colorectal can¬ 
cers. 

Most cases of colon cancer 
begin as small, noncancerous 
(benign) clumps of cells 
called adenomatous 
polyps. Over time some 
of these polyps be¬ 
come colon can¬ 
cers. 

Polyps may be 
small and produce 
few, if any, symptoms. 

For this reason, doctors 
recommend regular screening 
tests to help prevent colon can¬ 
cer by identifying polyps be¬ 
fore they become colon cancer. 
Signs and symptoms of colon 
cancer include: 

-A change in your bowel 
habits, including diarrhea or 
constipation or a change in the 


consistency of your stool 

-Rectal bleeding or blood in 
your stool 

-Persistent abdominal discom¬ 
fort, such as cramps, gas or 
pain 

-A feeling that your bowel 
doesn’t empty completely 
-Weakness or fatigue 
-Unexplained 
weight loss 
Many people 
with colon 
cancer experi¬ 
ence no symptoms 
in the early stages of 
the disease. 

When symptoms appear, 
they’ll likely vary, depending 
on the cancer’s size and loca¬ 
tion in your large intestine. 

If you notice any symptoms of 
colon cancer, such as blood in 
your stool or a persistent 
change in bowel habits, make 
an appointment with your doc¬ 
tor. 

Talk to your doctor about 
when you should begin screen¬ 



ing for colon cancer. 

In most cases, it's not clear 
what causes colon cancer. Doc¬ 
tors know that colon cancer oc¬ 
curs when healthy cells in the 
colon become altered. Healthy 
cells grow and divide in an or¬ 
derly way to keep your body 
functioning normally. But 
sometimes this growth gets out 
of control — cells continue di¬ 
viding even when new cells 
aren't needed. In the colon and 
rectum, this exaggerated 
growth may cause precancer- 
ous cells to form in the lining 
of your intestine. Over a long 
period of time — spanning up 
to several years — some of 
these areas of abnormal cells 
may become cancerous.

Stains on your teeth occur in the filmy layer that develops from 
the food and beverages that you intake. The best way to get rid 
of this layer and remove surface stains is to brush them away.

PARIS (AFP) - A vims found 
in the sea off Chile is the 
biggest in the world, harbour¬ 
ing more than 1,000 genes, 
surprised scientists reported. 

The genome of Megavims 
chilensis is 6.5 percent bigger 
than the DNA code of the 
previous vims record-holder, 
Mimivims, isolated in 2003. 

Vimses differ from bacte¬ 
ria in that they are usually far 
smaller and cannot reproduce 
on their own, needing to pen¬ 
etrate a host cell in which to 
replicate. 

But M. chilensis is such a 
giant that it surpasses many 
bacteria in size and is geneti¬ 
cally the most complex DNA 
vims ever described. 

It was taken from sea 
water sample closed to the 
shore of Las Cruces, Chile. 
Its host organism is un¬ 
known. 

DNA vimses include pox 
viruses and herpes viruses, 
but M. chilensis ’’doesn’t 
seem to be harmful for hu¬ 
mans,” said Jean-Michel 
Claverie, of France’s National 
Centre for Scientific Re¬ 
search (CNRS). 

The study appears in a US 
journal, Proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sci¬ 
ences (PNAS). 


PARIS (AFP) - If you are al¬ 
ways seeing the light at the 
end of the tunnel, be warned - 
- it could be an oncoming 
train. 

So says a study published 
in Nature Neuroscience which 
concludes that our well-known 
penchant for donning rose- 
tinted glasses may be a failure 
to store risk awareness in a key 
part of the brain. 

Tali Sharot, a professor at 
University College London, 
was intrigued as to why so 
many people — even when fac¬ 
ing long odds or bleak 
prospects — remain stub¬ 
bornly, even pathologically, 
optimisitic. 

To learn more, 19 volun¬ 
teers were asked to take part in 
an experiment. 

Sharot and colleagues mon¬ 
itored subjects in a functional 
magnetic resonance imaging 
(fMRI) scanner as they were 
confronted with life situations 
ranging from unpleasant to 
catastrophic. 

Having their car stolen, get¬ 
ting fired from their job, de¬ 
veloping Parkinson's disease 
or cancer were among 80 sce¬ 
narios evoked.After each hy¬ 
pothetical disaster, the 
volunteers were asked to esti¬ 
mate the odds of the misfor¬ 
tune happening to them. While 
still in the scanner, they were 
then informed of the tme aver¬ 
age probability of the risk. 

Sometime later, the volun¬ 
teers once again quantified the 
odds for personally experienc¬ 
ing each scenario. 

The researchers found that 
the volunteers updated their 
initial estimates — but only

when the tme figures were less 
gloomy. 

If, for example, they had 
predicted a 40 percent chance 
of contracting cancer but the 
average likelihood turned out 
to be 30 percent, they were far 
more likely to adjust their es¬ 
timate sharply downward. 

But if the odds were worse 
than originally thought, the 
volunteers simply ignored the 
tme statistics. 

"Our study suggests that we 
pick and choose the informa¬ 
tion that we listen too,” said 
Sharot. "The more optimistic 
we are, the less likely we are 
to be influenced by negative 
information about the future,” 
said Sharot. 

Why so? 

In the brain scans, all par¬ 
ticipants showed increased ac¬ 
tivity in their frontal lobes — 
which is strongly associated 
with emotional control — 
whenever the real numbers 
were better than expected. 

The activity indicated that 
the new information was being 
processed and stored. 

But when the news was 
more dire than the first 


guesstimate, respondents who 
had rated highest for "opti¬ 
mism” in a personality test, 
taken beforehand, showed the 
least activity in their frontal 
lobe. 

Sharot said the work 
showed that unbridled opti¬ 
mism had unperceived risks. 

"Seeing the glass as half 
full rather than half empty can 
be a positive thing — it can 
lower stress and anxiety, and 
be good for our health and 
well-being,” she said. 

Many experts, she pointed 
out, believe that the financial 
crisis that began in the fall of 
2008 was in large part caused 
by wishful thinking about ris¬ 
ing property values and the 
ability to play down or dismiss 
levels of debt. 


Blackberry 
glitches 
continue for 
second day 

Blackberry users across much 
of the globe experienced out¬ 
ages in key functions for a 
second straight day Tuesday, 
despite maker Research In 
Motion having said Monday 
that it had fixed the problem. 

The glitches that im¬ 
paired messaging, emails 
and Internet browsing in 
Europe, the Middle East 
and Africa spread to India 
and South America on 
Tuesday, Canada-based 
Research In Motion con¬ 
firmed. 

Many users in Europe, 
the Middle East and Africa 
reported Monday not being 
able to receive or send 
email, use instant messag¬ 
ing or browse the Internet. 

Research In Motion said 
late Monday that all serv¬ 
ices had been restored to 
users. The company had 
not said what caused the 
problem. 

Then on Tuesday, RIM’s 
customers began posting 
messages online saying 
Blackberry services were 
down again. 

RIM has struggled this 
year with weaker sales of 
the BlackBerry smartphone 
against rivals like Apple's 
iPhone, various models 
from HTC, and other hand¬ 
sets running Google's An¬ 
droid software.

Slovak opposition ready to vote for 
EFSF, urges election 


BRATISLAVA (AFP) - Slo¬ 
vakia's leftist opposition 
Smer-SD said yesterday it 
was ready to team up with the 
outgoing government to vote 
in favour of the eurozone Eu¬ 
ropean Financial Stability Fa¬ 
cility (EFSF) rescue fund in 
exchange for a snap election. 

"Smer is ready to back the 
EFSF in exchange for a deal 
on snap election," Smer law¬ 
maker Jan Pociatek said 
shortly after the centre-right 
coalition failed to push the 
EFSF through parliament, 
adding a repeat vote could 
take place this week. 

The coalition crumbled as 
Prime Minister Iveta Radi- 
cova tied the vote on a re¬ 
vamp of the 440-billion-euro 


($600 billion) bailout fund to 
a confidence motion in her 
government but failed to se¬ 
cure key backing from a jun¬ 
ior coalition partner. 

Smer chairman and former 
prime minister Robert Fico 
said his party, which did not 
take part in the voting to help 
to sink the government, was 
ready for talks. 

"For Smer-SD, the ratifi¬ 
cation of the EFSF is a prior¬ 
ity. Slovakia has to ratify the 
EFSF, without the mecha¬ 
nism the situation can get 
worse," he said. 

Slovakia was the last euro¬ 
zone country to vote on the 
revamp after the remaining 
16 euro states ratified it. 

In the parliamentary de¬ 


bate prior to the vote, Finance 
Minister Ivan Miklos also 
said he expected "the EFSF 
to be approved this week". 

Eurozone leaders agreed 
in July to boost the EFSF's 
powers in the hope of stem¬ 
ming the fallout from the eu¬ 
rozone's deepening sovereign 
debt crisis which now threat¬ 
ens the euro project, the 
bloc's banking system and the 
economy. 

The changes are key for 
going ahead with a second 
bailout for Greece and the 
emergency recapitalisation of 
banks. 

The EFSF was set up after 
Greece was first bailed out to 
save it from default in May 
2010 . 


Protesters in New York march to 
billionaires 1 homes 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Up to 500 people marched up 
Manhattan yesterday to take 
the Occupy Wall Street protest 
literally to the doorsteps of 
some of the richest tycoons in 
the United States. 

Galvanized by an overnight 
crackdown on protesters in 


Boston, the marchers traversed 
the Upper East Side along a 
route that took them past the 
homes of media mogul Rupert 
Murdoch and conservative in¬ 
dustrialist David Koch. 

"JPMorgan, you're no 
good! People need a Robin 
Hood!" some chanted outside 


the luxury apartment block that 
is home to JP Morgan Chase 
chief executive Jamie Dimon. 

Also on the itinerary was 
the home of New York's 
wealthy mayor Michael 
Bloomberg, who pledged 
Monday to let protesters stay at 
Zuccotti Park in lower Man¬ 
hattan's financial district so 
long as they respect the law.— 

Making rich Americans 
pay more tax is a core demand 
of Occupy Wall Street, its left- 
wing and labor union support¬ 
ers, and its many offshoots that 
have sprung up throughout in 
the United States in recent 
weeks. 




Panetta: Budget cuts will 
mean ’smaller' US 
military 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
defense budget cuts will re¬ 
quire a "smaller" US ground 
force and "hard choices" about 
how to preserve American mil¬ 
itary power with less money, 
Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta said yesterday. 

In a speech looking at 
budget pressures facing the 
Pentagon, Panetta said the US 
military would need to adjust 
its strategy and plan for a 
leaner, more agile force after 
massive ground wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

"We will have to look at 
force structure — and the size 
of the ground forces after Iraq 
and Afghanistan — recognizing 
that a smaller, highly capable 
and ready force is preferable to 
a larger, hollow force," Panetta 
said at the Woodrow Wilson 
Center in Washington. 

But Panetta provided no de¬ 


tails in his speech about how 
much the ground force might 
have to be scaled back or what 
modernization plans would 
have to be sacrificed. 

He said any cutback in 
ground forces would have to 
be "limited" and that the Ame¬ 
rican military still had to be 
able to fight more than one war 
— a longstanding Pentagon 
doctrine. 

"While some limited reduc¬ 
tions can take place, I must be 
able to maintain a sufficient 
force to confront the potential 
of having to fight in more than 
one area," he said. 

The military faces about 
$450 billion in cuts over the 
next decade as the US govern¬ 
ment tries to tackle a growing 
deficit and debt. 

The US Army is already 
bracing for downsizing plans. 


Oil prices rise further, OPEC 
chief rules out new recession 


LONDON (AFP) - Oil prices 
rose yesterday before a key 
Slovakia vote on the eurozone 
bailout fund and as the head of 
OPEC insisted the market was 
well supplied with crude oil 
and that the world was not set 
for recession. 

The optimism voiced by 
OPEC Secretary General Ab¬ 
dullah El-Badri came despite 
the cartel cutting its world de¬ 
mand forecasts for a third 
month running on uncertainty 
in the global economy and 
weaker oil demand from China 
and India. 

In late London trade, Brent

Focus on timeline as 
J ackson doctor trial 
resumes 



The trial of Michael Jackson’s 
doctor Conrad Murray enters 
a third week, with the spot¬ 
light on alleged inconsisten¬ 
cies in the exact timeline of 
the star’s final hours and min¬ 
utes. 

After a three-day weekend 
including a US public holiday, 
the manslaughter trial resumes 
hearing testimony on a grip¬ 
ping police interview with 
doctor Conrad Murray two 
days after the King of Pop’s 
death on June 25, 2009. 

Last Friday a hushed 
courtroom heard as Murray re¬ 
counted his efforts to help 
Jackson sleep at his plush 
mansion in Los Angeles, 
where the star was rehearsing 
for a planned series of come¬ 
back shows in London. 

Murray is accused of in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter by 
giving Jackson an overdose of 
propofol, a powerful sedative. 
His lawyers claim Jackson 
was a desperate addict who 
administered a fatal dose him¬ 
self while Murray was out of 
the room. 

But prosecutors will high¬ 
light alleged inconsistencies, 


or at least gray areas, in the 
doctor's account — notably 
from 10:40 am until 12:20 pm 
that day — when paramedics 
were called to find the star ap¬ 
parently already dead. 

Questions will also focus 
on a series of calls to and from 
Murray's phone during the 
missing hour, including one 
from a female friend who 
heard noises in the back¬ 
ground as the doctor appar¬ 
ently became distracted. 

In the police interview 
played in court Friday — the 
end of which is expected to be 
heard this week — Murray 
claimed he had begun trying 
to wean the singer off a drug 
which he "loved" but that 
killed him. 

Jackson had returned to his 
Holmby Hills mansion from a 
rehearsal shortly after mid¬ 
night, and Murray — who 
spent most nights there caring 
for the star — began with 2 mg 
of lorazapam after a valium 
pill had no effect. 

Over the next six or seven 
hours Murray gave him a se¬ 
ries of injections, but by early 
morning Jackson was still 
wide awake and getting des¬ 
perate. 

Shortly after 10:00 am, 
and by this time "really com¬ 
plaining that he cannot sleep," 
Jackson began asking for his 
"milk" — propofol, which 
Jackson had taken on a nightly 
basis for two months until a 
few days before his death. 


Australia condemns Iranian actress 
lashing sentence 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Canberra 
urged Iran to respect the 
human rights of its citizens 
Tuesday after an actress in the 
country was sentenced to 90 
lashes for appearing in an Aus¬ 
tralian film with her head un¬ 
covered and shaven. 

Australia's Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Kevin Rudd expressed 
"deep concern" at reports that 
Marzieh Vafamehr had been 
sentenced to a year in prison 
and the lashes for her role in 
the film "My Tehran for Sale". 

"The Australian govern¬ 
ment urges Iran to protect the 
rights of all Iranians and for¬ 
eign citizens." 

A report of Vafamehr's sen¬ 
tence appeared on the Iranian 
opposition website 

Kalameh.com on Sunday, also 
saying that her lawyer was 
lodging an appeal. Iran's Fars 
news agency said the film had 
not been approved for distri¬ 
bution in the country and was 
being distributed there ille¬ 
gally.

Tennis: Frustrated Roddick 
wins, Fish out in Shanghai

SHANGHAI (AFP) - Andy 
Roddick refocused after losing 
his cool Tuesday to reach the 
third round of the Shanghai 
Masters with a 7-6 (7/3), 7-5 
win as top American Mardy 
Fish crashed out to Australian 
teen Bernard Tomic. 

Tenth seed Roddick won a 
first set tie-break against Bul¬ 
garia's Grigor Dimitrov and 
sealed victory after clinching a 
topsy-turvy second set that 
contained five breaks of serve. 

After Dimitrov broke Rod¬ 
dick in the ninth game of the 
second set to lead 5-4, the 
American smashed his bag re¬ 
peatedly in frustration but im¬ 
mediately broke back to level 
at 5-5, saving a set point. 

In the late match at the Qi 
Zhong stadium, 18-year-old 
Tomic rallied from a set down 
to beat fifth seed Fish 4-6, 6-1, 
6-4 to join Roddick in the third 
round. 

The 49th-ranked Aus¬ 
tralian, who lost to ninth- 
ranked Fish last week at the 
Japan Open, had only won one 
match previously against top 
10 players but levelled with 
two breaks in the second set 


and a single break in the ninth 
game of the decider earned 
him the win. 

Also in second round ac¬ 
tion, Swiss 13th seed Stanislas 
Wawrinka beat America's 
Donald Young 6-7 (5/7), 7-6 
(7/2), 6-2 and France's Gilles 
Simon, seeded eighth, eased 
past Spain's Albert Montanes 
6 - 1 , 6 - 1 . 

Earlier, Germany's Florian 
Mayer, the 15th seed, beat for¬ 
mer world number three David 
Nalbandian 6-3, 6-4 to reach 
the third round and seventh 
seed Nicolas Almagro de¬ 
feated Spanish compatriot 
Tommy Robredo 7-5, 6-3. 

In first round clashes, Ser¬ 
bian ninth seed Janko Tipsare- 
vic crashed out to Feliciano 
Lopez of Spain 6-7 (2/7), 6-7 
(3/7), dealing a heavy blow to 
his hopes of reaching the ATP 
World Tour Finals. 

Tipsarevic won his first 
ATP title earlier this month at 
the Malaysian Open but lost in 
the first round of last week's 
Japan Open. 

Tipsarevic's Serbian com¬ 
patriot Viktor Troicki, seeded 

11, also lost, beaten in straight 
sets by America's Ryan Harri¬ 
son. 

Austrian 14th seed Jurgen 
Melzer, who defeated Rafael 
Nadal to reach the quarter-fi¬ 
nals in Shanghai last year, beat 
Croatia's Ivan Ljubicic and 
Alexandr Dolgopolov, seeded 

12, beat Lukasz Kubot of 
Poland.

MILWAUKEE (AFP) - Albert 
Pujols put on a hitting display 
Monday with a home run and 
five RBIs as the St. Louis Car¬ 
dinals crushed the Milwaukee 
Brewers 12-3 in game two of 
their semi-final playoff series. 

Pujols went four-for-five 
with three doubles for the Car¬ 
dinals who rebounded from a 
9-6 loss on Sunday to level the 
National League series at 1-1. 

"When they come, they 
come in bunches," said Pujols. 
"My main job is to try and get 
a good pitch to hit. Once in a 
while when you look for your 
pitches you are going to hit 
one out of the ballpark and 
today they came in bunches." 

Pujols smashed a two-run 


homer in the first inning and a 
two-run double in the third. He 
added an RBI double in the 
fifth and another double in the 
seventh. 

The series now shifts to St. 
Louis, where Cardinals start¬ 
ing pitcher Chris Carpenter 
will face Brewers right-hander 
Yovani Gallardo on Wednes¬ 
day. 

Pujols, who can become a 
free agent after the World Se¬ 
ries, was one-for-four in the 
game one loss. 

He came into Monday’s 
contest with only one RBI in 
St. Louis’ first half-dozen play¬ 
off games. 

"You learn from your mis¬ 
takes," Pujols said. 


But Brewers manager was¬ 
n't taking Pujols lightly head¬ 
ing into the series which will 
decide who goes to the World 
Series. 

"The last time we saw them 
at their place he was swinging 
the bat just like this," Brewers 
manager Ron Roenicke said. 
"You can't make mistakes to 
him. You have to hit spots. You 
have to keep it down in the 
zone. He doesn't miss too 
many mistakes." 

St. Louis starting pitcher 
Edwin Jackson went 4 1/3 in¬ 
nings, giving up one home run. 
Lance Lynn came on in relief 
and got credit for the win. 

Milwaukee starter Shaun 
Marcum stumbled early, giv¬ 
ing up five runs on seven hits 
in four innings and took the 
loss. 

Things really fell apart for 
Milwaukee in the seventh 
when the Cards scored four 
runs. Pujols led off with a dou¬ 
ble and Matt Holliday, Yadier 
Molina, David Freese and 
Nick Punto smacked RBI sin¬ 
gles. 

Roenicke added that the 
pitchers didn't get much help 
from the fielders.

DALLAS (AFP)-NelsonCruz 
blasted the first game-winning 
grand slam in Major League 
Baseball playoff history, lifting 
Texas to a 7-3 win over Detroit 
for a 2-0 lead in their second 
round playoff series. 

Cruz hit a towering homer 
into the left field stands with 
no outs in the bottom of the 
11th inning Monday after 
blasting a game-tying home 
run four innings earlier. His 


walkoff grand slam came off 
Tigers pitcher Ryan Perry. 

Cruz's grand slam sent the 
crowd of 51,227 into a frenzy 
as his teammates mobbed 
him during a wild celebration 
at home plate. 

"The first two pitches I 
was too aggressive. I hit the 
ball, foul ball, foul ball," said 
Cruz. "After that, I told my¬ 
self just slow down and try to 
hit a fly ball to the outfield." 

Cruz also homered in 
Texas' game one 3-2 victory. 
Cruz got a helping hand 
Monday from the Rangers' 
relief pitchers as the group 
combined to pitch 8 1/3 
scoreless innings. 

Cruz is four-for-seven 
with three home runs in the 
series after struggling in the 
opening round of the postsea¬ 
son against Tampa Bay, when 
he had only a single in 15 
plate appearances. 

Detroit's Ryan Rabum hit 
a three-run homer in the third 
to give the Tigers the lead, 
but the American League 
Central champs didn't get an¬ 
other run.

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NBA cancels 
first two weeks 

of regular season 


NEW YORK (AFP) - NBA 
commissioner David Stem has 
cancelled the first two weeks 
of the 2011-12 regular season 
after several hours of meetings 
failed to result in a new labour 
deal with players. 

Stern said he is cancelling 
100 scheduled regular season 
games through November 14 
after the two sides in the con¬ 
tract dispute met for seven 
hours on Monday. 

Stern said the latest effort 
to end the lockout of the play¬ 
ers and begin the season on 
time failed because the owners 
and players are far apart on a 
number of key questions. 

"We just have a gulf that 
separates us," Stem said. 

All of the NBA’s 114 pre¬ 
season games have already 
been wiped out by the dispute. 

No new talks have been 
scheduled but owners and 
players said they plan to keep 
in touch. 

"I started out by saying I’m 
sorry to report, and I’m sad to 
report, that we’ve cancelled 
the first two weeks," Stern 
said. 

Stern, deputy commis¬ 
sioner Adam Silver, owners 
Peter Holt of San Antonio, 
Glen Taylor of Minnesota and 
James Dolan of New York, 
and senior vice president and 
deputy general counsel Dan 
Rube represented the owners 
in talks on Monday. 

They met with union exec¬ 
utive director Billy Hunter, 
president Derek Fisher of the 
Fos Angeles Fakers and vice 
president Maurice Evans of 
the Washington Wizards, and 
lawyers Jeffrey Kessler and 
Ron Klempner. 

There is still three weeks 
before the start of the regular 
season, so the the two sides 
could still reach a deal in time 
or possibly end up in court. 

Each has accused the other 
of unfair labour practices 
which the National Tabor Re¬ 
lations Board is looking into. 
The owners also filed a law¬ 
suit in US federal court against 
the players’ union. 

Union brass have so far de¬ 
cided not to decertify like their 


counterparts with the National 
Football Teague, although the 
basketball players say they 
haven't ruled out that option. 

The owners locked out the 
players on July 1 when they 
failed to reach a deal before 
the expiration of the old col¬ 
lective bargaining agreement. 
The NBA's opening night was 
scheduled for November 1. 

Team owners and players 
have been haggling over how 
to divide $3.8 billion in annual 
revenues and also over salary 
cap issues. 

The main stumbling block 
has been the issue of how to 
share basketball-related in¬ 
come. The owners want a 50- 
50 share of revenues while the 
players refuse to go below 53 
percent. 

The gap in their positions 
has been so wide it could now 
jeopardize the entire 2011- 
2012 campaign, says Fisher. 

"This is not where we 
choose to be," Fisher said. 
"We're not at a place where a 
fair deal can be reached with 
the NBA." 

Earlier this year, owners 
angered the players with a pro¬ 
posal that called for salary 
rollbacks, shorter contracts 
and a hard salary cap of $45 
million. 

The only previous NBA 
season to be shortened be¬ 
cause of money disputes was 
in 1998-99, when the season 
was cut to 50 games. 

Only once in North Ameri¬ 
can sports history has an entire 
season been lost to players and 
team owners being unable to 
agree upon financial terms, 
when the National Hockey 
Teague cancelled its 2004- 
2005 campaign. 

NBA players reacted to the 
news with disappointment and 
expressed sympathy for the 
stadium workers who will lose 
their jobs. 

Not all players seemed to 
be paying attention Monday 
night as about an hour after the 
news broke, Fishers' teammate 
Tamar Odom tweeted on his 
page, "Time to tune in2 
@KimKardashian's #KimK- 
Wedding part 2! It is on E!"
